1. This memorandum contains three recommendations 
for your approval; such recommendations are contained in | 
paragraph 5. 


2. Ae the result of a series of atudies aimed at reducing 
costs and alleviating the chronic shortage of GSA guards in the 
Headquarters Building Company, certain conciusions have beer 
reached. We believe that ail fixed guard posta, receptionist 
posts, and all corridor control points in the two CODEWORD 
Restricted Areas in the Headquarters Building can be eliminated 
with a great savings of manpower and money while still main- 
taining satisfactory security. 


3. In order to judge the potential effectiveness of a pra- 
posed change to our praesent system, it is necessary to compare 
fhe security practices in the existing Restricted Areas and Com- 


partmented Areas within the Headquarters Building. The procedures 


are as follows:
